INTRODUCTION 


In  terms  of  minute  of  agreement,  nth  July,  i960,  between  the  Church 
of  Scotland  and  the  Keeper  of  the  Records  of  Scotland,  these  records  of 
the  Church,  formerly  preserved  in  the  Tolbooth  Library,  were  trans- 
mitted to  the  Scottish  Record  Office  on  indefinite  loan.  The  Church 
reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  all  or  any  of  the  records  and  there  is  a 
provision  for  borrowing  back  by  the  Church  or  the  appropriate  court  of 
the  Church.  Some  66  volumes  have  been  retransmitted  between  i960 
and  1966. 

The  transmission  from  the  Tolbooth  Library  contained  three  elements: 
older  records  of  the  General  Assembly;  records  of  synods,  presbyteries 
and  kirk  sessions;  and  records  of  former  Free,  United  Free,  United 
Presbyterian  and  other  free  churches  which  agreed  to  union.  The  General 
Assembly  has  enjoined  that  all  records  prior  to  1870  should  be  lodged 
with  the  Scottish  Record  Office,  and  consequently  there  have  been 
considerable  accessions  to  all  these  series.  At  a conservative  estimate 
between  a half  and  two-thirds  of  the  surviving  records,  prior  to  1870, 
have  now  been  deposited  in  the  Register  House. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  deposit  was  to  ensure  the  safe  preservation 
of  the  records.  Many  of  the  older  records  were  in  poor  condition,  and  to 
date  some  600  volumes  have  been  repaired  and  rebound  by  Scottish 
Record  Office  staff,  and  the  process  is  continuing.  Public  access,  too,  has 
been  greatly  facilitated,  and  1,189  church  records  were  produced  in  the 
Historical  Search  Room  of  the  Scottish  Record  Office  diming  1966. 

The  following  list  are  designed  to  provide  researchers  with  a comprehen- 
sive (though  summary)  guide  to  the  Church  of  Scotland  records  transmitted 
to  the  Scottish  Record  Office  down  to  the  end  of  June,  1967.  Post-1929 

records  of  former  United  Free  churches  have  been  included  as  they  are 
now  Church  of  Scotland  records.  For  reasons  of  space  the  records  of 
United  Free  and  other  Free  churches  prior  to  1929  are  excluded.  The 
lists  do  not  relate  to  records  still  held  locally.  For  information  concerning 
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these,  application  should  be  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  relevant  Church 
court.  Reference  may  also  be  had  to  the  lists  published  in  the  Reverend 
Thomas  Burns,  Benefice  Lectures  (1905).  Burns’s  list  remains  useful 
although  naturally  out  of  date,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  the  information 
given  there  is  not  always  accurate,  as  Burns  did  not  see  the  records 
himself,  but  had  to  rely  on  the  returns  made  by  the  individual  ministers. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  utility  of  the  present  lists  will  be  enhanced  by 
references  to  kirk  session  and  other  church  material  in  collections  of 
private  muniments  and  among  the  heritors’  records  in  the  Scottish 
Record  Office.  In  addition,  the  old  parochial  registers  of  baptisms  etc., 
preserved  in  the  General  Registrar  Office,  have  been  examined  for  kirk 
session  material  which  was  not  separated  from  the  parochial  registers 
when  these  were  sent  in  to  the  Register  General  for  Scotland.  Relevant 
items  have  been  incorporated  into  the  present  lists.  As  will  be  seen,  they 
fill  some  considerable  gaps  in  the  session  records  in  the  Scottish  Record 
Office.
